WHERE THE MONEY GOES. 


Britain and China, much’as they difier in many things, 
-have this in common just now. that the national exchequer 
is ina pretty strained condition. Those of a mathematical 
turn of mind might find it an.instructive as well as an 
interesing occupation to compare the statistics of the two 
countries. One of the first things to strike the student is 
the difference in population. The inhabitants of Cathay 
‘outnumber those of England. or rather of the United 
Kingdom, by something like ten toone. Instead of China's 
national revenue: being ten times that of. the United 
Kingdom. the case is the reverse. The receipts at the 
British Treasury are probably a lot more than ten times 
those of Peking, but China's finances are a curious business 
altogether. As it is dificult to procure anything like 
exact figures at the moment, let us say that Uhina’s revenues 
amount to one-tenth. . . ; ; 

This prompts some conflicting inferences. The cir- 


cumstance might be held up as an illustration of China's 
economical administration. as, allowing for the difference 
in population, it significs that the taxation to which the 
individual Chinese ts subject is only a hundredth part of 
that to which the individual Britisher is subject... In 
reality, these figures, even’ from the standpoint Just 
mentioned, do not represent the case in its trie perspective. 
because relative .values vary enormously.. A pound. or a 
dollar, means, of course, a vastly larger sum to the average 
Chinese than.to the average Britisher. The mathematician 
might employ himself in working vut,the ratio of taxation 
to income in the two countries, which would doubtless 
exhibit a very different case. It is in relation to results, 
however, that the contrast stands out. . . 
Imperfections can readily be fuund in the British 
body politic, but on the whole the systent has pro- 
duced a highly-organised community. The Chinese 
administration, saving individual efforts bere and there, 
presents a picture of chaos, What at the first glance 
appears to be an astonishingly inexpensive type of 
Government when its finances are cormpared with the 
Budgets of other Powers is in reality the most 
costly of Governments. The smallness of China's revenues 
is not a sign of tenderness to the taxpayer, but of a 
chronie want of development. Her railways are but a 
fraction of those of Britain. although Britain's area is.but 
a-fraction of China’s. Peking professes to recognise the 
importance of education. yet the very University at her 
doors has had to suspend its activities because the long- 
suffering teachers cannot carry on any longer without pay. 
Moreover, the apparent moderation of the Government in 
- the total of its taxes is fallacious in another sense, for the 
Cabinet bas to resort to that worst of all expedients— 
continual borrowing. Only the other day it was extensive- 
ly reported—though since contradicted in a mannér not 
altogether.convincing—that the new Minister of Finance 
had mortgaged the Kirin Railway to Japanese lenders to 
meet the interest on previous mortgages: Further. again, 
the revenues reaching Peking are not the measure of tax- 
ation in China, for large sums “slick” in the provinces, 
particularly in the hands of the Tuchuns. The fact 
. 1s that China’s small revenue is a token of ineptitude, 
‘not of moderation. -In: such a huge land, with its 
enormous potentialities, a far larger Budget would, or 
should, be a healthy “indication. Why stagnation~is still 


s0 prevalent is only too manifest. Peking cannot find) 


money-for au’ adequate railway systeth, for education, or 
* Zor avything essential; but it can part with something like 
ten million dollars to the three super-Tuchuns who are 
battening upon the nation. .

The Kowloon Buses... 
The news which was published 
on Saturday-that the Govenment 
has turned down the scheme of 
motor buses for Kowloon—the 
K.R.A, scheme—must. have .oc- 
casioned a good deal of surprise. 
Evarybody thought it was all a 
out and dried affair now, It was 
atthe Government's request that 
a subcommittee of the K.R.A. was 
appointed and it has to be stated | 
that that sub-committees put in 
quite ‘a deal of hard work in 
planning routes and ~ fixing 
charges. And the Government 
sccepted the recommendations 
with apparent enthusiasm 
and asked for tenders. It ever 
went so far as to publish amand- 
meuts to the traffic reguolations. 
And now the whola thing has 
been dropped. One must suppose 
that the Government hasits own 
very good reasons for taking such 
a step, bub the inconsistency of 
the procedure is a little hard to 


‘lucderstand, Negotiations are now 


being carried on between the 
Government and a company that 
has a few Hght buses idle and it 
is possible that permission will te 
given for these to ron. But there 
willbe no Government assistante 
or subsidy—ir will be purely 2 
private,concern free, one supposes, 
to charge fares that will bring in 
an economic profit on the capital 
outlay. Just how complete or 
incomplete that service will be 
bas not been told us; we don't 
even know whether we are going 
to have it or not. And so the 
whole Kowloon brs scheme 
seems to be about as complete 2 
“wash-out” as possible. We are 
not particularly sorry to see the 
buses idea dropped, for although 


-Jit would have done all right as # 


makeshift it would, in time, have 
had to give way to the better 
system of electric tramcars. The 
roads of Kowloon are not of a 
particularly well-built nature and 
there had been considerable 
apprehension as to whether they 
would have stood the wear and 
tear of motor bus traffic. 


Tramears, the Remedy. 


There is only one thing remain- 
ing and that is forthe Government 
to give the Hongkong Tramway 
Company an agreement whick 
will guarantee them an andisturb- 
ed possession forgo mang years} 
and.tet them start to lay down a 
tramway service, as they are 
quite willing todo. The Colonial 
Secretary himself has admitted 
that it will bave to come to 
a tramway service and Mr. 
Roberts, the General Manager 
of the Company. has stated 
that they are quite willing to 
begin so soon as the Government 
will give them an agreement. 
Then, why in the name of all that 
is reasonable, cannot we get busy 
onthe matter. Is Kowloon to be 
made Hongkong’s Ireland—play- 
ed with until it is spoiled? A 
tramway service would not only 
be better than a bus service bat it 
would be far more popular. If it 
can pay our Trarmway Company 
to run a service right out to 
Shaukiwan, it would surely pay 
to run one to Yaumati and Sham- 
suipo, and to Hungbom as well. 
The whole thing would be in- 
finitely better; the " ratepayer 
would be saved the cost 
of reinforcing all the roads 
to bear heavy traffic (the 
Tramway Company is responsib’é 
for its track): and the thousands 
of natives living in the outlying 
districts would feet that they had 
a thought given to them. -And, 
what is more important, the in- 
stallation of a tramway service 
would very materially assist in 
the development and growth of 
the already popular peninsula. 


Regarding Water. 


The Water Returns issued the 
other day showed that the whole 


of the reservoirs in the Colony.|¢, 


with. the single exceptioa of 
the comparatively smajll Wong- 
neicheong redervoir, were fall 
to overflowing and that in 
Hongkong there were over 
two thousand million gallons 
stored, and in Kowloon over 
three hundred million gallons. 
Tn trying to grasp the significance 
of these tremendous figurea one 
cannot help reflecting that as 
regards Hongkong we stand in a 
much better position than we did 
Lonly & few yeara ago and that the 
construction of the Tytam Tuk 
reservoir was the expression of & 
far-sighted policy. We certainly 
id away.with the necessity of 
tastricting tha Chinese during 
certain months of the year te the 
use of atreet standards. Bub the 
Kowloon folk cannot fiad much to 
give them comfort in the fact 
that the Shatin reservoir ia over- 
flowing, for the majority of them 
cannot get the needed supply of 
water inthe mornings. If your 
neighbours are filling their baths 
you can get no water until they
